MOSCOW. Sept. 4—</P>-Pravda, 


Communist party newspaper, to- 
day charged British rclanes with 
50 violations of the Chinese Com- 
munist border at Hong Kong. 


A dispatch by Tass, official So- 
viet News agency, from the Chin- 
ese Communist capital if Pelping 
said British armed forces at Hong 
Kong were carrying on violations 
of the border "for purposes of-pro- 
vocation." More than 100 British 
planes flew over Chinese territory 
in 50 different instan- .3 from June 
through August, the dispatch said.

A Marine major said the Reds

days. 


An intelligence officer said threa 
and perhaps four Red Korean di- 
visions—possibly 40,000 troops—had 
been massed in and near the Nak- 
tong bulge. 


On the northwestern front, First 
cavalry troopers 
counterattacked 
Communist forces strongly defend- 
ing a 3,000-foot ridge 
12 miles 


north of Taego. They drove with- 
in 100 feet of the summit. 
To the west, First Cavalry foot 
troopers hammered back several 
Communist attacks including an at- 
tempt to cross the Naktong river 
north of Wacgwan.

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ON BARGAINING 


An action as grave as gov- 


ernment seizure of the rail- 
roads ought to be a very se- 
rious business, one taken in 
only the' most crucial cir- 
cumstances. Yet in the pres- 
ent instance it has been an 
anti-climax to a prolonged, 
mired dispute, simply a way 
out of a bargaining dilemma. 
The best thought coming out 
of this marshy piece of ne- 
gotiation appears to have 
been that since certain posi- 
tions had been taken, there 
was nothing to do but cling 
to those positions, come what 
may.In the past several years 
there have been numerous 
strikes, and 
some 
other 


cases of government seizure, 
which 
similarly resulted 


from the fact that bargain- 
ers did not know how to 
bargain. The term bargain- 
ing implies give and take. 
Too many negotiators seem 
to approach the bargaining 
table in the field of labor 
relations (and in other fields, 
too) with the idea that re- 
sult will not be a bargain 
unless most of the giving is 
done by the other party. Al- 
though in specific cases it 
may be possible to put the 
finger of blame on one or 
the other, over the long run 
both labor and management 
appear to be guilty of this 
faulty concept of collective 
bargaining. 


Men who have attained 


positions of top leadership 
in the management of rail- 
roads and their unions ought 
to be ashamed to admit pub- 
licly .that they were" unable 
to think of a solution for a 
problem of getting along to- 
gether, that they were in- 
capable of preventing their 
dealings from 
reaching a 


point requiring government 
seizure to give them time to 
crawl off their limb. 


BETTER'ROUTES 


An express highway, when 


considered solely as a mean's 
of expediting traffic 'and 
carrying more of it, seems 
like a simple proposition.. 


There are several angles 


to be considered when plan- 
ning one of these arterial 
roads, however. Bottlenecks 
at each end must be avoid- 
ed, so that already over- 
Crowded streets or roads 
' may not be still further bur- 
dened. A long look ahead is 
necessary to calculate an in- 
crease in trafffic which may 
require the addition of sev- 
eral more lanes. Changes 
are made in real estate val- 
ues, too, resulting sometimes 
in larger and sometimes in 
smaller tax returns. 
These 


problems 
are 
eminently 


worth 
solving, 
however, 


when one considers the bene- 
fits to motorists and the pub- 
lic in general. Travel by ex- 
press highway is cheaper 
and safer involving less men- 
tal strain for.driver and pas- 
senger, and truck shipments 
are speeded up, reducing 
costly delays. 


Travelers who make use 


of the 
express highways 


strongly advocate, more of 
them. The contrast betwen 
the free flow of traffic on 
those roads and the constant 
delays caused by slow-mov- 
ing vehicles on conventional 
highways of two or three 
lanes is glaring". Bottlenecks 
or no bottlenecks, most driv- 
ers prefer to go express.

INJUSTICE 


It is not too early for lov- 


ers of fair play to line up 
their next state legislatures. 
Following the publication of 
the full census figures, there 
should be a rearrangement 
of the congressional districts, 
so that each district will 
have substantially the same 
population. 
The 
uneven 


growth of population makes 
some districts incredibly out 
of proportion with others.

apiece. Will they get them? 
Not while the Ohio legisla- 
ture is of its present mind. 
Though these inequalities 
have existed for many years, 
the present district 
map 


dates back to 1910. The leg- 
islatures since that 
date 


have refused to redistrict the 
state, thereby violating their 
sworn duty. 


Illinois can tell a similar 


tale, there having been no re- 
districting since 1900. Ap- 
parently vested interests are 
satisfied with the present 
arrangement. A redistricting 
might throw two congress- 
men into one present dis- 
trict, or cause the rural coun- 
ties to be outvoted by a 
neighboring large city. Many 
other states have situations 
of the same nature. 


The only way to force a 


fair apportionment is to 
make legislators feel that to 
refuse it would be politically 
dangerous. 


FOR ECONOMIC CON- 


TROLS 


The Senate's control bill is 


drastic, but we are in a dras- 
tic situation. Our military 
forces are fighting in Korea. 
To the men sweating and 
shooting and dying in the 
battle area, the policing ac- 
tion in Korea looks just like 
any war. There is no reason 
to expect that it should look 
different at home.

The man in the 
foxhole does not risk just a 
limited part of his life in the 
fray; he stakes everything. 
We at-home must stake ev-

through World War II ex- 
perience that piecemeal con- 
trols are neither fair nor 
workable. The price of beans 
is related to the price of steel 
and the wages of a railroad 
switchman. It is a sensible 
decision that controls, if 
used at all, should be total 
controls. And the Senate is 
right in holding that Con- 
gress should undertake this 
decision, not sidestep it and 
leave it to the President. 


It still can be hoped that 


the use of these drastic con- 
trols may not be' necessary. 
It would be far 
better if 


prices, wages, the distribu- 
tion of materials and the pro- 
ductive effort could all be 
kept in proper perspective 
by the voluntary effort of 
the people.

areas has. lessened. Until 
then the Department of De- 
fense cannot spare men, fa- 
cilities or equipment for it. 


Universal military train- 


ing, when and if established, 
would 
not 
immediately 


strengthen our active armed 
services. It would hardly 
strengthen them at all if 
some of the restrictions be- 
ing discussed were attached 
to it, if the- training corps 
were completely separated 
from the armed services and 
the trainees given actual 
service only in the reserves 
or the National Guard. In 
any case, it would take a 
year, after actual start of 
training, to obtain any use- 
ful additions to our forces 
from the program. It would 
tak£ several years to build 
an impressive pool of train- 
ed reserves. 


This unavoidable slowness 


in obtaining results, how- 
ever, actually is a strong ar- 
gument in favor of universal 
training. It cannot help us in 
the present crisis, but might 
forestall a future one. The 
fact that it takes so long to 
turn a recruit into a fighting 
soldier is a terrible handicap 
now in Korea; we have to 
fight meantime with what 
we have, and the enemy has 
gained priceless advantages 
because of our initial weak- 
ness and the slowness with 
which we gather strength. 
After 
a 
properly drafted 


UMT program had been in 
operation for a few years, 
we 'would no longer be so 
weak. The 
size of active 


forces would not necessarily 
be larger, but we would be 
able to call up great effec- 
tive strength overnight. 'This 
would significantly lessen 
ttie advantages to be gained 
by the aggressor who striices 
without warning, and thus 
would be a formidable de- 
terrent to aggression. 


It is not a panacea for 


present ills, but universal 
military training could be a 
strong instrument for future 
defense. 


It is a mistake to think of 


universal 'military training 
as an immediate remedy for 
our present weakness, or as 
precaution 
against 
large- 


scale war in the next year 
or two. In the first place, a 
UMT program would 
not 


be put into effect until the 
fighting in Korea is ended 
and until the pressure of im- 
mediate threats in 
other

and some of,his men were captur- 
ed when a platoon on their flank 
retreated. 
Rountree said the Red Koreans 
treated him as an equal, but "they 
would not even let the colored boys 
talk to each other. 
When they 
started to, the Reds would make 
thorn shut up. They were not bru- 
tal toward them—they just treated 
them with contempt." 


A band of 1BO _ North 
Koreans 


grabbed him and' his men. 
They 
passed them on to a patrol of eight 
Koreans, three of them wounded.

They did not fit so another 
gave me some shoes that did. 
"They lived off the food In the 


fields—corn, pears

Apparently fearing an acute la- 


bor shortage in the future, sever- 
al local firms have unintentional- 
ly violated state and federal wage 
and labor laws, according to W. 
B. Reedy of the Texas employ- 
ment Commission. 


Reedy said cases of violations 


had been called to the attention 
of his office. 


He pointed out "the TEC does 
not administer the wage and la- 
bor laws, nor do we investigate 
violations in any way. Our prime 
interest is to aid both employer 
and employe. 
Our office will as- 


sist any employer in obtaining the 
information hn needs to clarify 
an 
employment situation." 


In order to avoid infractions of 


Tvage and labor laws. Reedy sug- 
gested employers pay close atten- 
tion to the following: 


Industries 
which 
employ per- 
sons under 18 should first ascer- 
tain if the job available is on the 
approved list of the child labor 
law division for one under 18. 
Employers who have doubts as 


to whether or 
not they come 
under the wage and hour law 
should investigate. 


Employers should check 
the 
laws regarding the 
hiring 
of 
children under 15. 


Reedy pointed out that youths 
under 15 may work but 
eight 
hours a day and no more than 
40 hours in one week. Also that 
they may not be employed between 
the hours of 10 p. m. and 5 a. m. 
Other regulations during school 
terms are more rigid, he added. 


The TEC director said cotton 
picking conies under this regula- 
tion and added no one under 14 
could pick cotton enywhere but 
on property owned by the picker 
or his. parents, or anywhere but 
in the child's own school district 
when school was not in session.
